2. In a memorandum firom AC/CI, dated 30 September 
I960, it was stated that the NSC Special Committee preposed 
sending a letter to the DCI requesting that CIA undertake a 
collection effort designed to up-date the information supplied 
in 1958 on the audio- surveillance and countermeasures capa- 
bilities of foreign governments. The memorandum recom- 
mended that the DCI accept the request. The Deputy Director 
(Flans) concurred in the recommendation and the DCI 
approved on 16 Octesber I960, (Tab A)
